heading for medicine," he said, "the 
necessary things are spontaneous 
interest and tho desire to help peo- 
ple." 

. He went on to explain how he 
turned to trie study of medicine re- 
viewing his early college career and 
the great. Influence of Dr. William 
Osier whom <he met by accident. 
"Professor Sherrington" (with whom 
Dr. .Penfield also worked) he said 
"was and is the leading neuro- 
physiologist' in the world." 

Speaking on the subject of the 
mechanics of memory, Dr, Penfield 
stated that studies on memory start- 
ed with the discovery that stimul- 
ation of the human cerebral cortex 
by a gentle electric current awak- 
ened memories ot past experience 
and sometimes dreams or hallucin- 
ations. 

"Memory records stored sway In 
the brain arc the stuff that dreams 
are made of" the doctor asserted. 
This led to the Idea that there must 
be a storehouse tor such memories 
which was later found to be the 
temporal cortex. 

"But", he continued, "memories 
stimulated arc not quite- the same 
thing that you could recall yourself. 
They are specific incidents produc- 
ed by nonphyslologlcal means." 

These cortical records Include not 
only the simple event but also the 
substance of the individuals think- 
ing at the time of occurence, Mid 
récolleçtldn may reproduce the 
emotions evoked by the original ex- 
perience. 

The nerve impulses produced by 
the experience are integrated in the 
brain stem, which touches both the 
left and the right temporal lobes.

Novelists' Approach 



Historical, Critical, Patriotic 

by Arthur L Phelps 



./There are tt lent three service- 
able approaches open to those in- 
terested In novel writing In Can- 
ada: there li the historical ap- 
proach, the critical approach and 
the patrlotio approach. 

Many people like the historical 
approach to anything. Some his- 
torians like It with special gusto, 
though they often mix In the cri- 
tical and the patriotic approaches. 
Vhtn they do that, history may be- 
come interesting but rather as an 
art than a science. Theoretically, 
(or the scientific historian, there Is 
a -core of factual material subject 
' to arrangement In a temporal se- 
quence, as static seemingly as a 
dead eat. The trouble Is, a dead 
cat is not static, but, rather, cram- 
med full or multitudinous processes 
which become smells and worms 
and beautiful Iridescence. Some 
historians know this and Insist .on 
being philosophers and artists; they 
are even afraid of being called so- 
cial scientists. They cannot Isolate 
a fact. This is what makes Macau- 
lay and the American historian 
. who talks about the war of 1811 
one way and the Canadian histor- 
ian who talks about the war of 
1812 In another Interesting - way. 
One trouble about history seems 
to be that there Isn't any; Or very 
little. Not enough to keep more 
than a very few scientific hisior-

Take, for Instance, our historical 
approach to novel writing In 
Canada. We can say that our first 
Canadian novel was The Histury ol 
Emily Montague, by Frances 
Brooke, published in 1769 (hat 
Major Richardson's Wacousta was 
published in H32, that WillUm 
Xlrby's The Golden Dog appeared 
in 1877, and that a continuous out* 



put of things called novels has been 
===== 



maintained through the decades, 
row many, now few, books from 
Charles G. D. Roberts, from Ralph 
Connor, from L. M. Montgomery 
from Mazo de le Roche, (I speak 
of work in English), from Stringer 
?nd Stead and Grace Campbell up 
tor Joyce Marshall and Constance 
lieresford Howe and W. O. Mitchell 
snd Callaghan and Frederick 
i'hlllp Grove and Gwethalyn 
We can name dates and plot the 
curve of output and assemble 
scores of authors and hundreds of 
titles. All very tidy. All very 
Informative. Until someone comes 
along and says "But havè you. been 
talking about the novel In Canada 
or Just about the publishing fact/ 
concerning printed matter pressed 
between book covers?" We then 
look at our questioner and tell him 
to go to his own particular Hades 
or we sit down to make the critical 
epproach. 

The critical approach Is another 
basket of fish. Only the learned 
and the sensitive— the people in 
341 and 33S for Instance— can make 
the critical approach*. Such people 
are philosophers and artists. With 
their exquisite antennae they can 
feel at or sniff out a novel and 
track It down wherever it may be. 
They can talk about Sterne and 
Jane Austen and inackery and 
Dickens and Disraeli and Haw- 
thorne and Melville and even Ai- 
dons Huxley and Stelnback and 
raumner and young Jones ana 
Thomas Hardy and one of tîte 
Greens and say there can be no 
history of the novel In Canada be- 
cause there have been no novels 
In Canada. This is called having 
superior critical Judgment, That it 
falls In catholicity of taste and 
true literary discernment Is often 
an unnoticed disability. Even the 
so-called critical approach can be 
uncritical. % 

And that brings us of course to 
the patriotic approach, or, to put it 



differently, to the approach which 
accepts an Indigenous cultural re- 
sponsibility and preserves an open 
mind and a critical alertness to- 
wards the native scene. Where 
there is catholicity . of taste and 
true literary discernment it is 
known that much reputable and 
sound work Has been done In the 
form of the novel In' Canada, that 
there has been growth and progres- 
sion both in technique and in the- 
matic reach and grasp, and that the 
study of. the achievements and 
short comings In such growth Is a 
challenging and worthy discipline. 
Colonial condescension and overt 
parasitism are alike the death uf 
good criticism. If it be patriotic to 
be responsible towards and solicit- 
ous for our own cultural processes 
let us delight in such patriotism. 

In a sense the Massey Commission 
Report Is a proclamation In the face 
of the nation that there is a sort 
of patriotism other than that which 
glories In the fact that we are on 
the way to being, the richest na 
Hon In the world; a proclamation 
th-.t we might subsidize our Arts, 
Letters and Sclencea at least aa leg- 
itimately and patriotically as we 
subsidize our shoe factories. It may 
be that the Massey Commission Re 
port will have to be fully Implem- 
ented lest we offer a discourtesy 
towards our new Governor Gen' 
ersl — and implemented In the 
name of what might be called a 
higher patriotism. The patriotic ap 
proach to the novel In Canada need 
not be a denial of the critical ap 
proach; It can be an extension of it. 
Perhaps it is time we began, 
against the background of the way 
we have come historically, to ex- 
pect good novels in Canada, and 
to equip ourselves to recognize 
them — not "the great Canadian 
novel", but Just good novels; and to 
know why we expect them and 
whence and how they may come. 
That Involves both good criticism 
and good patriotism.

A maturing . nationalism is 
probably thè most characteristic 
trend of today's Canadian novel. 
The nationalism-arising from our 
country's growing Importance, has 
twofold result. The. reading 
public buys. Canadian - Work, and 
the writers show a continuing 
interest In writing about the 
Canadian scene. 

For them however the Canadian 
scene Is not the snowbound north 
woods criss-crossed by gentlemen 
adventurers. The romantic 
Parker has all but run its course In 
Canadian literature. If It aurvivse 
at all today aa an active element It 
In the realm of child reading, 
ind even there, aa la Olive Knox's 
recent book, the emphasis is on 
the men and not entirely on the 
scenery. . 

The adventure novel was largely 
the attempt by Canadian authors 
to sell their work, if not their 
country, to the world as a whole. 
Throughout the first half of the 
twentieth century our novelists," as 
other Canadians In many, fields, 
sought their fame and fortune out- 
side the borders of Canada.' Fre- 
quently -their works lost all touch 
with this country, as "The Black 
Rose" and "The Moneylender" by 
Thomas B. Costain. As Canadian 
faith In Canada grows, this trend 
among Canadians seems to dy 
Ing out 

The Canadian Scene 
By far more prevelant today are 
Canadian novelists living and writ- 
ing in Canada; generally writing 
about Canada, whose work Is dl 
rected at audiences In other count- 
ries. Through Mazo de la Roche and 
her Jalna series, the most oulstand 
Ing example of this type of writing, 
the line continues Into A. M. Kleins 
"The Scrool." Morley Callaghan's 
"The Loved and The Lost," and 
Gwendlthan Grahame's "Earth and 
High Heaven." All have been 
claimed for the Canadian scene yet 
all have an aklnshlp either In style 
or popularity to the literature of 
other countries. Where the line is 
drawn Is purely personal and not 
Important, The point is that there 
is an active element in Canadian 
Literature writing with their gaze 
•olldly fixed on a foreign market. 

Of course no writer is so al- 
truistically Canidlsn that he is not 
watching the foreign market, at 
least out of the comer of his eye. 
The mature nationalism of which 
we spoke earlier Is certainly not 
economic, It Is more to grasp Can- 
adian problems by 'means of the 
novel technique.

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There are sever, 
this development in Canada today. 
)ne of the most popular, and the 
most obvious, is the attempt on the 
part' of the author to take a prob- 
lem of Canadian life, be it re- 
ligious prejudice, racial prejudice, 
or sex, and or exemplify it as a 
novel. Hugh McClennan's "Two 
Solitudes," portraying the Interac- 
tion between the English and 
French elements in Canada, W. G. 
Hardy's recent examination of the 
American influence In "The Un- 
fulfilled," were ^general problems 
of this type. The importance and 
usefulness of this trend is in the 
statement of the problem, and of 
varying reactions to it. Only a 
genius or an accident can produce 
either a solution to the problems 
or great literature, thus. 

Humour 

For some reason humour has 
been a trait of Canadian literature, 
and In the Leacock tradition there 
Is a, growing popularity of humour 
among Canadian writers. .The 
names are too few and Its history 
too short to give anything more 
than an indication of the trend. 
However Earle Burney'a novel 
"Turvey" and the promise of Eric 
Nlcholl cannot be entirety dbre- 
garded In a discussion of this sort. 
Regionalism 

Perhaps the most promising trend 
among the Canadian novelists of 
today is regionalism. In most cases 
It Is a regionalism tempered with 
nationalism and a recognition of 
the universality of humanity. . In 
this latter factor lies Its -promise, 
what appear as differences of race 
or religion, may only be superficial 
and the common humanity shown 
by close examination of segments 
of Canada may form the .basis of 
nationalism, and may develop a 
universalis™ which Is a basic qual- 
ity of great literature. 

The French-Canadian writers are 
In the forefront of regionalism. Rog- 
er Lemelln in "Les Plquuffes" and 
•The Town Below" has given a pic- 
ture of Quebec urban life. Madame 
Guevremont- has drawn the rural 
picture.; On the ■ Anglo ' Canadian 
side W. O. Mitchell's "Who has seen 
the Wind" caught the gusty, and 
lonely prairies, and much of the 
recent output of novels shows signs 
of giving the same regional treat- 
ment to other sections of Canada. 

Canada is a country of many var- 
iations In people and scenery. It is 
the realization of this fact by con- 
temporary novelist that marks the 
development of the modern Can- 
adian no< 



, Thé reviewer of student produc- 
tions Inevitably finds himself on 
the horns of the dilemma as to 
what sort of standard he should 
set himself, against which the show 
itself may be measured. These 
horns become especially sharp 
when the critic finds himself In 
the unenviable position of having 
to review the "Red and White 
Revue" and this year's production 
"Still Happy" provides no excep- 
tion. Obviously a student show can 
not be expected to attain the 
general all round excellence of a 
musical put oh by a professional 
company. At the same time this 1» 
an ideal to which they try to ap 
proximate and the critic is justified 
in ascertaining their degree of sue 
cess. Another standard is the revues 
of previous years. This critic Is 
keeping both In mind. 

• Technique Good 
One feature of 'Still Happy' 
stands out clearly, The technique 
of production far excels the acting 
capabilities of the cast. Under the 
hea'ding, technique of production, I 
lift 'technical direction,' 'costuming' 
etc. Hugh King, the technical 
director, is to be highly com 
mended for his part in the Revue. 
Both' the mountain drop and the 
forest drop were beautiful. The 
sets showed taste and Imagination 
and In all cases blended well with 
the plot.

list of names and adjectives, In 
the other to generalize on estab- 
lished names. A discussion of Ca- 
nadian promise presents the further 
difficulty that any name - which 
has appeared on the cover of a 
book once or more times is estab- 
lished. This article will attempt to 
do no more than cover a few of. the 
places In which promising names 
are developing, and name some of 
the more outstanding. 

Klen and Davles 
Recently porhaps the most en 
couraglng work has comt from 
people already established in some 
other form of the literary art. A. 
M. . Klein, whose poetry is well 
known, has produced "The Scroll" 
a novel well received In many quar- 
ters both as an encouraging trend 
In Canadian literature and as out- 
standing literature in its own right 
Playright Robertson Davies has 
also recently entered the novel 
field with "Tempest-Tost" a hum- 
urous novel called "ridlcously 
good." Both are first atempts and 
indicate ' an encouraging applica- 
tion of minds disciplined to other 
modes of literature to the novel. 

Davles humor fits Into contem- 
porary Canadian development In 
the grand tradition left by Hall- 
burton and "Sam Slick." Earle 
Burney, also a poet, or some note, 
has produced "Turvey" and Eric 
Nlcholls a book of humorous 
sketches. These works Indicate a 
development In the field of hum 
orous" writing pointing to another 
"Mariposa" or a new "Clocltmakcr." 
Some of the more promising 
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war novels of the post war years 
have missed Canadian notice be- 
cause they have been produced out- 
side this country. Edward Mead's 
"Remember Me" made famous by 
reference to It in the Massey Com- 
mission Report Is pne of these. 
Another is an adventure novel con- 
cerning South America .produced 
by Toronto author Robert Christie. 
There are undoubtedly other ■ lit- 
erary exiles a judgment of whose 
work could do much for Canadian 
Literature. 

The situation outlined above 
tends also to work in reverse. The 
best work In the field of the Cana 
dian Novel was done by an alien, 
Frederick Philip Grove. There is 
a certain amount of literary pro 
ductlon among the smaller unas 
slmilated minorities of Canada, 
perhaps particularly of note Is that 
done by the Icelandic group. Cul- 
turally these groups certainly add 
to Canada's collective personality, 
in time we may expect their au- 
thors to have a place in our Nation- 
al literature. 

REGIONAL WRITERS 
1ère are many other names 
which could be mentioned as hav- 
ing to offer something to the devel- 
opment of our literary heritage, 
Most of them cannot be grouped by 
place or by type, their main char 
acterlstlc is close examination of a 
certain locality. This Is what Luella 
Crelghton has done for rural On- 
tario, and Germaine Guevremont 
for Rural Quebec. Quebec has Its 
own particular group of novelists 
to offer Canada. Beyond the well

r frankly am disappointed by the 
general lack of real talent among 
the leading members of -the cast. 
It Is true that In most cases they 
sing and dance and act adequately 
but with one brilliant exception, 
none of Uiem seem to have the re- 
motest Chance of being able to 
pursue a future career in musical 
comedy. This exception is of 
course Marjorle Root and this year 
she has such a negligible part that 
she cannot really be considered as 
one of this group. The quality 
which is conspicuously lacking Is 
the stage charm which really ex- 
cites an audience even if the part 
the person is playing is only 
mediocre. Certainly this year's 
Revue is inferior to the" two pre- 
vious years' in this respect. 

The music is good. Saul Honlg- 
man is the musical director and 
conductor.' Mr. Honigman has writ 
ten practically all the music himself 
and those who remember the fine 
music he wrote for last year's Re- 
vite will fully realize that his abil- 
ities, have not flogged In the least, 
Furthermore he has also done all 
the -orchestration. Finally he has 
written somè of the lyrics. Such 
songs as 'In s the Mountains,' 'Wo 
men are a Problem' and 'Can it be 
Love' may simply be described as 
catchy and' enjoyable. 

GOOD OPENING 

The first scene is one of tremcn 
dous gaiety and colour. The cast 
sings v the song 'In the Mountains.' 
They sing it all together- and then 
it is sung in parts which provides 
an enjoyable contrast. The part 
singing of this year's' cast is a not- 
able improvement in . the Revue 
The plot gets off to a good start 
with some snappy dialogue and 
fine pacing. The second song in 



fourth scene is the magnificent 
'forest' drop imported from New 
York. Cye Rosen, who sang

In thé first place 
the .singers stood too far apart and 
their voices scattered. Secondly, 
they didn't emphasize the lyrics 
sufficiently and thirdly their bodily 
movements were not snappy 
enough to co-ordinate with the beat 
of the music. In the sixth scene 
Dave Woods songs a solo 'Ten Long 
Years.' It Is well done but Woods 
Isn't as funny as he was in his 
solo effort last year. 

The last scene of the first act 
Is extrtmely Impressive. The cur- 
tain rises on a darkened set but 
against the dark blue skyline Is a 
still and somber wooden fence. 

Ii this ackground, Sam Green- 
berg sings Saul and Sandra Honlg- 
man's 'Dark Night.' Greeriberg haa 
a very powerful and beautiful bass 
voice though It has a timbre that 
takes a little getting used to. The 
music is haunting. The' scene con-r 
eludes with a tolkdance and the 
choreography Is done by Elizabeth 
Leese. I must congratulate Bunny 
Lerner, the lead dancer for her 
really excellent 'performance. Per- 
haps certain gestures were a Util 
awkward but the overall effect wa 
arresting. She shows great possibil- 
ities. 

The first scene of act ;wo I. un- 
distinguished. Cye Rosen has a ten- 
dency not to know what to do with ' 
his hands when he Is acting. In , 
scene two, there Is an especially ■ 
humorous little ditty called "People \ 
In Twos' which Is sung by Ann 
Girard, Barbara Fraser, Gerry 
Gross and Lionel Caplan. Gerry, 
Gross wrote the music and lyrics, V 
and they are good; I especially liked 
the stanza, 'You're tickled when he's 
pickled and you're glued to his 
mood'. Scene three makes a hur- 
ried attempt to finish the. script in 
time for the finale and herein lies 
Its weakness. Dave- Wood's dia- 
logue with Claire Ailard seems to- 
be too much in the nature of an ex. 
planatlon of the plot 'Can it be 
Love' Is sung by Miss Holden and 
Rosen. It is a romantic tune and I 
feel both leads could sing it better 
than they did lut night The orches- 
tra made certain it didn't drown out 
the voices by playing so quietly in 
spots that It was scarcely discern- 
ible. 

The fourth scene Is notable In 
that Rosen and Miss Ailard have- 
a dialogue alone all the way 
through It and yet the audience 
slays ' interested*. The script is 
written simply and well here and 
the actors carry off their lines. The 
final scene was a grand finale and 
a fine ending to what I consider 
a pretty successful show. It was 
unfortunately marred by one error 
which I trust will not be repeated. 
At the end the leads had somehow

Such Is not the case though with 
all college athletics, as evidenced
